As well as the predicted AM to FM Flips resulting from the increase in the 
maximum allowable number of co-owned FM or AM stations in larger markets, 
the CRTC's revised commercial radio policy also opens up the possibility of a lot more nested FM 
Repeaters, Canada's equivalent of the FM Translator. Previous applications, mainly by Corus, have 
mostly failed when the CRTC included the proposed nested FM repeater in the count of co-owned 
FM stations. Three of those applications are explained below for CJOB, CHOR, and CKNW. 

As of January 5, the new CRTC Chair will be Vicky Eatrides replacing Ian Scott. The December 19 
announcement highlights her background in competition law and was welcomed by consumer and 
internet advocates, who hope she increases the CRTC's focus on consumer and competition issues. 

580 CFRA ON Ottawa - First heard with their 50 kW day power in West Michigan just after 
sunrise on November 5. 

600 CKAT ON North Bay - Lots of reports of them being heard in the Eastern U.S. Although 
the station format is Country music, their web site promises every Toronto Maple 
Leafs NHL hockey game will be heard on the station. Heard in Chicago in the wee 
hours of December 23, with “CKAT North Bay” ID, while nulling WMT Cedar 
Rapids IA. 
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AB Edmonton - Ran ‘Christmas Is' over Christmas Eve and Christmas Day, for the 
program's full 12 hours before being repeated. Announcements promised regular 
programming on Boxing Day and the national late evening/ overnight show 'The 
Shift’ began at 11:00 PM local time Christmas Day. The program was originally 
produced in the early 1970s at CKNW New Westminster, BC. The voiced segments, 
some of which include the late Robert O. Smith, were recorded in the mid-1980s. 
ON Chatham - Heard the evening of December 21 in Western Illinois, with signal 
strength equal to WSM-650. In response, a Toledo, Ohio DXer reports getting better 
reception of CFCO in the day than at night. 

AB Winnipeg - September 7, 2007 — The CRTC denied an application for an FM 
transmitter (repeater) in Winnipeg with 100 kW on 106.3 MHz, to fill in where CJOB- 
680 had a poor signal due to tall buildings or their night-time directional pattern 
which, at that time, sent almost all the signal to the NNE. Owner Corus has no other 
AM stations in Winnipeg, so would now be allowed to have a third FM transmitter, 
and may be considering dusting off this application and reapplying. 

AB Calgary —- On May 24, 2012, the CRTC denied an application for an FM 
transmitter (repeater) in Calgary with 1 kW on 106.9 MHZ to make up for poor signal 
quality of the station in Downtown Calgary. Owner Corus has no other AM stations 
in Calgary, so would now be allowed to have a third FM transmitter, and may be 
considering dusting off this application and reapplying. This past week, in what is 
likely an unrelated event, Corus' CFGQ-FM Calgary announced a change in format 
to be announced January 9. 

AB Edmonton - Heard Christmas Eve, simulcasting CHED-630 for the annual 
airing of 'Christmas Is'. Breaks, however, consisted of a separate set of commercials 
and PSAs. 

ON London - "AM 9-80" was picked up in East Tennessee in the wee hours of 
December 17. 

AB New Westminster — On August 7, 2015, the CRTC denied an application for an 
FM transmitter (repeater) in Vancouver with 6 kW on 99.7 MHz to make up for poor 
signal quality of CKNW-980 in various areas of Vancouver with tall buildings. 
Owner Corus already has four stations in the Vancouver market, but could consider 
selling or shutting down CKGO-730. But that would not address other CRTC 
objections, most notably its negative answer to their own question: Does the 
proposed nested FM transmitter represent the best 
use of the radio spectrum? 

AB High River — Heard this past week on a Laval 
DXer's remote receiver, 20 miles NW of Montreal OC, 
under WRVA.

Hogg Radio for a new one. 1000 WMVP tentative with ESPN programming. 12/20 listened to 800 
TWKR at 9:29 PM EST and decided to record detail for a report at 10 PM but found out they changed 
power then and signal was gone. 12/24 caught the WCGA DX Test. Listened for 50 minutes. The 
signal was good but you could hear WTAM underneath and in strong during fades.

Looking back over 2022, I noted that even though I felt that DX in the NY metro area wasn't very 


exciting, it was by no means a total bust. I managed to log 42 new stations, including the CPC tests, 
WMSST 1150 in April and the recent WCGA 1100 test, plus some Canadians and Cubans and ZNS-3 
Nassau, Bahamas. Most of the loggings were made on barefoot Sangean PR-D5 and C.Crane Skywave 
SSB, with only a few on the RSPDx with the indoor, amplified 3 foot loop. From CO, where I spent 
several weeks over the year, using only the barefoot C.Crane, I caught both the KJJR 880 (which would 
have been much more difficult in NY because of WCBS) and the KSEN 1150 tests. Added to those, 
but excluding local Denver area stations, were 51 other new stations. My favorites were some from 
the western provinces of Canada, which I seriously doubt I'd ever be able to hear from NY. I was 
surprised I only heard one or two Mexicans, but that's something to try for on future visits. 

Except for DX tests, I don't send reception reports anymore and I only count receptions that I can 
positively ID from the recordings I make. Plans for 2023 include several visits to CO, the next one in 
a few weeks. Now that I repaired the YouLoop and have an Airspy Discovery HF, I'll be able to bring 
those along with the C.Crane which performed so well out there in the past.

Radio History Revisited 
WFPG/WPG Atlantic City

It is fully understood why someone would inquire about why I am writing an article in this series 
concerning a rather obscure radio station in Atlantic City. So, let me address that issue first. 

It all has to do with my wife of 58 years and her father, a very brilliant and fascinating man for 
whom I worked for several summers while courting her. He operated his own small manufacturing 
plant in Absecon, New Jersey (on the mainland along U.S. 30 which runs to Atlantic City) and, he 


once told me, he had something to do with putting the original WFPG on the air. What, I don’t know, 
boardwalk and I would pause in front of the WFPG studios on the Steel Pier to gaze inside. I often 
listened to the station’s wonderful “Music By The Sea” program

broadcasting at 1100 kHz in 1923, reaching listeners in South TALK R ADIO 
Atlantic City on January 3rd, 1925, owned by the city 95.5 FM 1450 AM 
government with studies located in Atlantic City High School. 
as Boardwalk Hall. The radio station was operated by the Columbia Broadcast System (CBS) and 
utilized a 5,000-watt transmitter to air its radio signals along the Eastern Seaboard. WPG Radio ended 

If you listened to WPG, you may have heard programs like an organ recital from the auditorium 
of the high school and The Chalfonte-Haddon Hall Double Trio. On October 19th, 1927, Charles 
its peak, over 200,000 people passed through the WPG reception room at Convention Hall in one 
year. By 1938, WPG was suffering both financial problems and issues with another station on 1100 
was issued by the federal government to build a new radio station at 1500 AM, which was later 
changed to 1420 AM. On August 9th, 1940, 1420 AM went on the air as WFPG in the World's Famous 
Then, on March 24th, 1941, WFPG moved from 1420 AM to its current dial location of 1450 AM. 
So far, so good. But, from here on, you need to pay close attention! For a number of decades, WFPG 


but now, these many years later, I wish I had explored it more with him. 

I do remember that in those days that Polly and I were courting, we often walked the Atlantic City 
each night which helped to lull me to sleep. 

So let’s explore the history of this fascinating station, with the 
caution that its history is convoluted, complex, complicated — 
in other words, difficult to follow. 

For example, one source says, “Atlantic City’s first radio 
station, WPG (‘World's Ground’) Radio, 

Jersey, Delaware, and Maryland.” 

Another reports that WFPG, first hit the air as WPG in 
The station immediately became the voice of the “World’s Play Ground.” 

In whichever case, its studios were located inside of the Atlantic City Convention Hall, now known 
its broadcasts from Boardwalk Hall in 1939. Two other stations, WBAB and WFPG - which delivered 
news and entertainment from its studio on Steel Pier — succeeded WPG and began airing in the 1940s.” 
Lindbergh flew the Spirit of St. Louis into Atlantic City -- WPG was there and covered his visit. By 
the summer of 1929, WPG moved its studios to convention hall (now known as Boardwalk Hall). At 
AM and left the air for good. 

About a year later, on February 15th, 1939, seeing a need for a radio voice in Atlantic City, a permit 
Play Ground with a 100-watt signal with a transmitter and studio located at Virginia Avenue and the 
Boardwalk. Just a few months later, the station increased its signal to 250 watts to cover a larger area. 
aired a full-service format with middle of the road music, which appealed to a large audience. When 
casino gaming arrived in Atlantic City in the 1970s, 1450 AM changed call letters to WIIN and became 
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"Win 1450." Both the WFPG call letters and the easy listening format returned in the 1980s. As the 
1990s progressed, WFPG-AM evolved into a news/talk station and even tried an all-comedy format 
briefly in 1999. In February 2003, the station became South Jersey's very successful ESPN Radio 
affiliate. On October 22, 2012, 1450 AM returned to a news/talk format with a tip-of-the-hat to WPG, 
the city's original source of news and information. In Apri, 2016, it began simulcasting programming 
on 104.1 FM (W281BH). In May 2016, it became WPG Talk Radio 104.1. In May 2019, it moved its 
programming to 95.5 FM (W238CZ) and became WPG Talk Radio 95.5 FM —but with the official call 
letters WPGG. 

Among the programs broadcast today are the typical lineup of conservative talk show hosts such 
as Dave Ramsey on a national basis and John DeMasi who talks about “what’s happening in South 
Jersey and what needs to be done differently.” 

Whew! I wouldn’t want to have to reproduce that on an exam! I do have fond memories of the 
station however because it was a regular companion during the several summers that I spent in the 
Atlantic City area. 

By the way, WFPG (96.9 MHz) is a commercial FM radio station in Atlantic City, New Jersey, using 
the historic call letters, known as "Lite 96.9 WFPG" It is owned by Townsquare Media and broadcasts 
an adult contemporary radio format, switching to Christmas music for much of November and 
December. The radio studios and offices are on Tilton Road in Northfield, New Jersey. 

P.S., to this day, the large, historic stained-glass WPG globe from the 1920s remains lit at the top of 
the main stage at Boardwalk Hall. 


WWL New Orleans

When you hear the words “New Orleans” what do you initially think of? Hurricanes? Mardi Gras? 
Football’s New Orleans Saints? Well, if you live elsewhere, perhaps that’s what you might consider. 

But to many radio listeners, particularly across the South, a mention of “The Big Easy” brings to 
mind the powerful AM radio outlet, WWL, an unusual station for many reasons including its 
programming, public service and unconventional original ownership. 

On March 31, 1922 Loyola University, a Roman Catholic Jesuit institution in New Orleans was 
issued a limited, commercial license for a new station on the 360 meter "entertainment" wavelength. 
(The Society of Jesus, also known as the Jesuits, is a religious order of the Catholic Church. It is 
engaged in evangelization and ministry in 112 nations working in education, research, and cultural 
pursuits.) 

The station call letters, WWL, were assigned randomly. While another area station received its 
license first, WWL was the first station in the state to begin broadcasting. 

Starting before World War One and continuing until 1922, the university sponsored a radio 
training school, with both civilian and military students. WWL's initial equipment was installed at 
Marquette Hall on the Loyola campus, with construction performed by 
Edward T. Cassidy, a Jesuit seminarian and physicist serving as the head 
of the Radio School, and L. J. N. "Joe" du Treil, a former school head who 
worked at the Commerce Department's district office of its Radio Service 
section. 

WWL received a telegraphed authorization on March 31, 1922, and 
began broadcasting on the shared 360 meter entertainment wavelength, 
as a 10-watt station, on the same day. The station's initial purpose was to 
promote a university fundraising project. Loyola president, Father 
Edward Cummings, opened the first half-hour broadcast with a three- 
minute fundraising plea on behalf of the University's building drive, 
stating that "We are organizing the radio operators in the state to spread the story of Loyola's needs. 
" This was followed by Tulane's Guiseppe Ferrate playing an original piano composition. 

In mid-1923, the station was reassigned to 1070 kHz, which was changed to 1090 kHz in early 1925 
and to 1220 kHz in late 1927. In November 1928 WWL was assigned to 850 kHz, on a shared time 
basis with KWKH in Shreveport. WWL's power was increased to 5,000 watts in 1929, following the 
installation of a new transmitter. 

In 1929 the decision was made for WWL to include commercial operations, with the station profits 
providing an endowment for the university. There was concern that commercial operation might 
violate both Catholic and Jesuit prohibitions on priests operating businesses. However, a decision 
was made that the station's non-religious programming and advertising had an existing analogy in 
church-run efforts, such as publications, which had content that included advertising. In addition, a 
separate holding company, WWL Development, was formed to run the station, with the provision its 
profits would be transferred to Loyola. 
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In 1932, the station upgraded to 10,000 watts, with new studios in the Roosevelt Hotel. In 1934, 
WWL's contentious application to gain fulltime use of 850 kHz was granted, which resulted in its 
timeshare partner, KWKH, being moved to 1100 kHz. WWL's attainment of fulltime operations made 
the station attractive to the national radio networks, and it began an affiliation with the CBS Radio 
Network on November 1, 1935, which had been previously held by WDSU. This also greatly increased 
the profits being transferred to the university. 

On November 30, 1938, WWL formally dedicated a power increase to 50,000 watts. On March 29, 
1941, with the implementation of the North American Regional Broadcasting Agreement, stations on 
850 kHz, including WWL, moved to 870 kHz. 

In the 1940s, 1950s, and 1960s, the station was famous for the live broadcasts of local Dixieland 
jazz bands, including such notables as Papa Celestin, Sharkey Bonano, Irving Fazola, Tony Almarico, 
and Lizzie Miles. 

WWL was mentioned in an opening scene of "The Swan Bed" (October 21, 1960) episode of the 
Route 66 TV series, when Todd and Buzz turn on the car's radio as they are driving across the Greater 
New Orleans Bridge and hear the call letters announced. 

Starting on March 14, 1971, WWL was home to a long-running overnight country music program 
aimed at truck drivers called The Road Gang. It used the slogan "Interstate 87", and offered strip 
weather in major cities along the east-west interstates I-10, I-20, I-30, etc. Advertising was focused on 
long-haul truckers. It was originally hosted by Charlie Douglas. Later hosts included Dave Nemo and 
Big John Parker. The station helped popularize southern gospel by late-night broadcasts of the Mull 
Singing Convention. 

WWL's transmitter site was moved from Kenner, Louisiana, on the south shore of Lake 
Pontchartrain, to Estelle, Louisiana, in 1975. 

Loyola sold WWL in 1989 to build the university endowment. Keymarket Communications of 
Greenville, South Carolina, became the new Baltimore, Maryland-based Sinclair Broadcast Group 
assumed ownership in 1996; most of Sinclair's radio stations, including WWL, were acquired by 
Entercom Communications in 1999. 

During the immediate effects and aftermath of Hurricane Katrina on New Orleans and the Gulf 
Coast in late August 2005, WWL was for a time one of the few if not only radio station(s) in the area 
remaining on the air. Announcer Garland Robinette kept broadcasting from an improvised studio 
built in a closet after the studio's windows were blown out. 

After the hurricane, WWL's emergency coverage was simulcast on the frequencies of numerous 
other radio stations. The broadcast was named "The United Radio Broadcasters of New Orleans"; 
mostly WWL staff appeared on-air. The United Radio Broadcasters were a partnership between 
Entercom (now Audacy, Inc.) and competitor Clear Channel Communications. The WWL website 
was completely rebuilt in only one day by the staff of other Entercom stations. The company also 
dispatched staffers from stations throughout the country to help WWL, and to provide their own 
stations coverage from the hurricane ravaged New Orleans area. For some time after Hurricane 
Katrina, WWL was simulcast on shortwave outlet WHRI, owned by World Harvest Radio 
International. 

Currently the station provides a talk/sports format with local and nationally syndicated hosts 
during the day and sports talk at night along with some _ play-by-play broadcasts.

Gnunreported Domestic Stations 


One station - WACC-830 — was reported to DDXD for the first time this issue since at least Volume 
67 (1999-2000). This is the first station on our unreported list that has been reported in the last four 
issues, and we now have only 221 stations not reported to DDXD during that time. In addition, two 
stations reported in this issue —- WKII-1070 and KCFM-1250 — were last reported in Volume 67 (there 
are still 32 of those stations). Overall, 1,353 different full-power stations in the United States and 
Canada have been reported to DDXD in this current volume year.

From the Archives 


75 Years Ago: From the January 10, 1948 issue of DX News: Grant Batson in | 
Westfield, N.Y. reported KFAR-660 Fairbanks, Alaska Territory, on December 28 at 
3:45 a.m., mixing with XEBZ. (According to Broadcasting Yearbook, XEBZ-660 was a 
500-watt station in Mexico City.) Westfield, by the way, is between Buffalo and Erie, 
Pennsylvania. Mr. Batson was only in sixth place in the NRC contest standings; Stan 
Morss had a narrow lead. 

50 Years Ago: From January 17, 1973 issue of DX News: NRC member Dave 
Gleason, program director at WERC Birmingham, announced two upcoming DX tests on the station. 
Ron Schatz published a lengthy article explaining the theory and practice behind selectivity and 
mechanical filters. The city of Mississauga, Ontario heard from a radio engineer debunking claims by 
CFRB-1010 that the construction of high-rise buildings near the station’s towers would force it off the 
air. 

25 Years Ago: From the January 12, 1998 issue of DX News: 53 different members contributed to a 
22-page DDXD column edited by Bill Hale (West) and David Yocis (East); six of those members also 
reported in DDXD in the issue you are now reading. 

10 Years Ago: From the January 7, 2013 issue of DX News: The recent deaths of longtime NRC 
members Stan Morss and Bill Alisaukas were acknowledged.
